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June Announcement 


THE REGULAR JUNE MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will be held in 
Room 214, Simson African Hall on Wednesday afternoon, June 7, 1944, at 3:30 
o'clock. The speaker will be Dr. John Laurence Kask, Associate Curate of Fishes in 
the California Academy of Sciences, who will take as his subject: 


AN INTERNATIONAL EXPERIMENT IN CONSERVATION 
Many of our great marine fisheries are shared with other countries. Owing to heavy 
exploitation some of these fisheries have shown unmistakable signs of being seri- 
ously depleted. As fish, like birds and other animals, are no respecters of man-made 
boundaries, the problems of study and of conservation become of necessity inter- 
national in character. 

The halibut fishery on the Pacific Coast of North America is shared by the 
United States and Canada. The early heavy exploitation of this species reduced the 
stocks to the point where further fishing threatened to be unprofitable. Faced with 
the danger of the commercial extinction of a valuable food resource, the United 
States and Canada entered into an agreement to coGperatively investigate the biol- 
ogy of the halibut and to place the responsibility of conservation and regulation in 
the hands of an International Fisheries Commission. 

The history of the Commission and the results of its investigations and regula- 
tions will be discussed by Dr. Kask, who served for ten years on the scientific staff 
of the Commission. 

The public is cordially invited to hear Dr. Kask.

DeatH oF Dr. ALEXANDER BREESE

VALUABLE ENTOMOLOGICAL PUBLICATIONS Aca UIRED 


OUTSTANDING among recent additions to the Academy's library are seventy volumes 
of publications of the Socicté Entomologique de France. These include: the “Bul- 
letin,” the “Annales,” and supplementary publications, including two monographs 
and a centenary anniversary volume. The two monographs are the six-volume work 
by Louis Bedel entitled, “Faune des coléoptéres du bassin de la Seine” and the four- 
volume work by Henry de Bonvouloir, “Monographie de la famille des Eucné- 
mides,” which is a supplement to volume 10 of the 4th series of the Annales. 

The Annales of the Société Entomologique de France are valuable contributions 
to the entomological literature of the world, containing papers by entomologists of 
various nationalities. The addition of this large set to our library is something we 
have long been hoping to accomplish. This acquisition makes the Academy’s set 
of these publications nearly complete from 1843-1940. We still lack the rare Series 
One of the Annales (containing the Bulletin), which consists of eleven volumes and 
covers the period 1832-1842, and the three indices which cover the period 1832-1890. 

The most recent volumes of the Annales and Bulletin are missing from our set 
for obvious reasons, but we hope to be able to receive these issues when normal com- 
munications with France shall again be established.
